WMSU  is  the  student-operated 
campus  radio  station.  It  provides  a 
variety  of  programs  for  the  listening 
pleasure  of  Mississippi  Southern's 
students.  The  radio  station  is  oper- 
ated entirely  by  students,  who  are 
kept  busy  preparing  some  125  pro- 
grams per  week.  The  station  operates 
five  days  a  week. 

The  accent  at  WMSU  is  on  variety, 
with  dramatic  script,  news,  women's 
programs,  music  and  sports  shows  be- 
ing produced  daily. 

Students  work  toward  gaining  ex- 
perience in  continuity,  music,  traffic, 
announcing,  sales,  promotion,  news 
and  sports.

Mississippi  Southern's  forensics  program,  sponsored  by 
the  Department  of  Speech  in  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  is  directed  by  Dr.  Don  George. 

Forensics  includes  training  in  debate  and  discussion,  Youth 
Congress  activities  and  individual  speech  events  such  as  ora- 
tory, radio  speaking,  interpretive  readings  and  after-dinner 
and  extemporaneous  speaking. 

Statewide  and  regional  tournaments  in  each  of  the  above 
areas  are  entered  each  year.  These  trips  give  students  expe- 
rience in  meeting  college  groups  in  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  Florida  and  Texas.

The  Mississippi  Southern  Vesper  Choir  is  the  major  choral  organiza- 
tion on  campus.  Each  fall,  there  are  auditions  for  membership.  This  fall 
over  100  students  auditioned  and  50  were  chosen.  This  choir  appears  in 
concert  throughoul"  the  state  of  Mississippi  and,  in  some  instances, 
adjoining  states.  Every  member  of  the  Vesper  Choir  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Hattiesburg  Choral  Union  which  presents  Handel's  "Mes- 
siah" each  Christmas.  One  week  before  the  presentation  of  the  Choral 
Union  program  of  the  "Messiah,"  the  Vespar  Choir  presents  this  great 
oratorio  at  both  morning  and  evening  services  of  some  church  outside 
Hattiesburg. 

Each  Spring  there  is  a  state  tour  of  the  Vesper  Choir  which  lasts 
for  an  entire  week.  High  Schools,  churches,  and  junior  colleges  are 
visited,  and  programs  are  presented.  This  is  only  a  part  of  the  public 
relation  program  of  the  choir.  For  example,  each  civic  dub  in  Hatties- 
burg has  at  least  one  program  from  the  Vesper  Choir  during  the  school 
year.  Other  activities  include:  Religious  Emphasis  Week  Concert;  Fine 
Arts  Week  Concert;  cooperation  with  the  Hattiesburg  Choral  Union 
in   their  Spring  Concert.

Mississippi  Southern  won  its  fourth  consecutive  victory  of  the  season 
and  continued  to  hold  opponents  out  of  its  end  zone  as  they  edged  past 
Southeastern  Louisiana  in   Hammond. 

Pie  Vann's  cre'vv  looked  overconfident  as  they  saw  a  determined  South- 
eastern club  press  them  throughout  the  entire  game. 

The  first  period  of  play  produced  very  little  except  to  prove  the  South- 
erners were  in  for  a  long  evening.  Neither  team  made  a  serious  scoring 
threat  as  the  pigskin  changed  hands  freguently. 

Southern's  initial  scoring  drive  began  when  Halfback  J.  C.  Arban  re- 
turned a  punt  to  his  own  49  in  the  opening  minutes  of  the  second  quarter. 
Fullback  Bo  Dickinson  hit  the  line  for  10  yards;  then  Halfback  Lawrence 
Meeks  broke  through  for  a  13  yard  gain  to  the  28  yard  line.  On  two  plays

Southeastern  took  Southern's  kick  off  and  returned  to  the  Black  and 
Gold  18  yard  line  in  a  series  of  plays.  Quarterback  Bill  Hawkins  high- 
lighted the  march  with  a  10  yard  pass  to  Halfback  Frankie  Bourgeois. 
With  a  fourth  and  eight  situation,  the  Lions  elected  to  try  a  field  goal. 
End  Wayne  Miller's  kick  was  wide,  and  Southern  took  over  at  the  20. 
As  the  first  half  closed  Southern  maintained  its  seven  point  lead. 

The  second  half  opened  with  MSC  failing  to  move  after  the  kickoff. 
The  Lions,  however,  began  to  move.  Led  by  Bourgeois  and  Hawkins,  South- 
eastern  went  to  the  MSC  32  where  they  punted  out  on  the   I  I   yard  line.

Southern  won  its  fifth  straight  game  as  they  edged  past  Memphis  State 
I4-6  in  Memphis,  but  it  may  have  cost  them  the  services  of  Fullback  Bo 
Dickinson  for  possibly  the  rest  of  the  season. 

Dickinson  sufferred  a  serious  back  injury  in  the  third  quarter  after  mak- 
ing a  short  gain.  Halfbacks  Lawrence  Meeks  and  Charles  McArthur, 
Tackle  John  Perkins,  and  Center  Richard  Johnston  were  also  injured,  but 
not  seriously. 

Southern  took  the  opening  kickoff  and  marched  to  the  Tiger  28  yard 
line  only  to  lose  the  ball  on  downs.  State  came  right  back  and  moved  to  the 
Southern  27.  With  fourth  down  and  long  yardage  to  go  the  Tigers  tried  a 
field  goal  which  fell  short. 


MSC's  first  score  came  late  in  the  first  period.  With  the  second  unit  in 
play,  Fullback  Buddy  Supple  along  with  Halfbacks  Jack  May  and  Bobby 
Lance  moved  to  the  six  inch  line.  Lance  dove  over  for  the  score,  and 
Yates'  kick  split  the  uprights  to  give  Southern  a  7-0  lead. 

Memphis  State  become  the  first  team  to  score  on  Southern  this  year 
when  Talarico  scored  from  the  two  yard  line.  Armstrong's  kick  was  no 
good  and  Southern  led  7-6  at  halftime. 

Southern's  second  score  came  in  the  third  quarter  as  a  result  of  a 
Memphis  State  fumble  on  its  own  13  yard  line.  Lance  hit  tackle  for  eight 
yards,  and  on  the  following  play  Jack  May  went  into  the  end  zone.

More  than  5,000  University  of  Chattanooga  grid  fans  watched  mourn- 
fully as  Mississippi  Southern  spoiled  the  Moc's  annual  homecoming  20-0. 

A  fumble  in  the  game's  opening  minutes  was  recovered  by  Tackle  John 
Russell  on  the  Moc's  25  yard  line,  and  Southern  began  a  scoring  drive. 
Halfback  Lawrence  Meeks  gained  six  yards  on  Southern's  first  play  from 
scrimmage.  J.  C.  Arban  gained  five  down  to  Chattanooga's  14  for  a  first 
down.  Following  an  offside  penalty,  Quarterback  George  Sekul  threw 
complete  to  Arban  for  the  touchdown.  Ollie  Yates  converted  to  give  the 
Southerners  a    7-0  lead. 

Chattanooga  took  the  kickoff  and  moved  to  a  first  down.  Meeks  inter- 
cepted a  pass  to  give  Southern  possession  of  the  ball  at  midfield.  Arban, 
Meeks,  and  Yates  moved  the  ball  to  the  Moccasin  29  where  a  penalty  put 
it  on  the  34.  Yates  then  hit  Meeks  with  an  aeriel  on  the  20,  and  he  ran  the 


distance  for  the  second  score.  Yates  missed  the  conversion. 

In  the  closing  moments  of  the  second  quarter,  Chattanooga  began  to 
move.  On  a  series  of  plays  they  drove  to  the  Southern  24,  only  to  be 
stopped  by  a  tough  MSC  defense. 

Mississippi  Southern  took  the  second  half  kickoff  and  proceeded  to 
march  62  yards  for  its  third  touchdown  of  the  contest.  The  drive  was  high- 
lighted by  a  15  yard  pass  play  from  Sekul  to  End  Curry  Juneau,  and  a 
36  yard  run  by  Sekul  down  to  the  opponents'  five  yard  line.  Buddy  Supple, 
playing  at  fullback,  hit  the  line  to  the  three  and  then  bulled  his  way  into 
the  end  zone  for  the  score.

Mississippi  Southern  College,  still  lacking  the  services  of  Bo  Dickinson, 
barely  kept  its  winning  streak  alive  as  they  edged  past  Abilene  Christian 
7-0  in   Hattiesburg. 

Considered  a  breather,  Abilene  combined  tough  line  play  with  percision 
passing  to  simply  outclass  the  Southerners.  The  Black  and  Gold  looked 
sluggish  most  of  the  game  except  for  the  few  brief  moments  they  man- 
aged to  push  across  a  touchdown  and  extra  point. 

The  first  quarter  showed  very  little  in  favor  of  either  team  as  did  most 
of  the  second  period.  Southern  began  its  scoring  drive  with  less  than 
four  minutes  remaining  in  the  first  half. 

Southern,  after  taking  a  Wildcat  punt  en  their  own  32,  began  to  move 
when  Jack  May  took  a  pitchout  to  the  Abilene  45.  Quarterback  George 
Sekul,   faded   back  to  pass,   but  found   a   hole   up  the   middle   and   ran    12 


yards  to  Abilene's  33.  After  an  incomplete  pass  to  May,  Sekul  was  chased 
to  the  40  before  tossing  to  Halfback  Bobby  Lance  who  caught  the  ball 
on  the  two  and  fell  into  the  end  zone  for  the  touchdown.  Ollie  Yates 
kicked  the  point  after  touchdown  to  give  Southern  a   7-0  lead  at  halftime. 

Abilene  made  two  touchdown  bids  as  they  drove  to  the  Southern  18 
where  MSC's  defense  stopped  them,  and  they  moved  to  the  17  where 
Center  Richard  Johnston  intercepted  a   pass  to  end  that  drive. 

The  Wildcats  rolled  to  three  straight  first  downs  before  a  fumble  ended 
the  drive  on  Southern's  34.  The  Black  and  Gold  moved  to  the  Abilene  44 
where  a   15  yard  penalty  ended  the  drive. 

Sophomore  End  Sonny  Tucker  was  lost  for  the  remainder  of  the  grid 
season  as  he  suffered  a  broken  foot. 

Statistically  Southern  trailed  in  every  department  except  yards  com- 
piled from  passes,  and  the  most  important — points  scored.

Heretofore,  Southern  had  been  scored  upon  only  once  and  was  yet  to 
taste  defeat.  However,  Houston  had  it  all  to  itself  as  they  fell  behind 
only  once  when  Southern  Quarterback  George  Sekul  scored  in  the  firsf 
period  to  give  MSC  a  6-0  lead.

The  local  minister  to  students  is  the  Rev  G.  T  Preer, 
A.M.,  Ph.  D. 

Westminster  Fellowship  at  Southern  has  been  on  a  full-time  basis  for  three  years.  The  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  Hattiesburg,  who  still  lend  their  help  for  the  campus  work,  conducted  worship  for  Presby- 
terians at  Southern  from  the  year  it  was  founded,  in  1912,  until  the  present.  The  group  is  now  largely 
supported  by  the  Synod  of  Mississippi. 

For  each  of  the  last  two  years  there  have  been  about  250  Presbyterians  enrolled  in  Southern  as  stu- 
dents, and  about  20  Presbyterians  on  the  faculty  and  among  the  administrators.  The  60  active  partici- 
pants in  the  activities  of  Westminster  Fellowship  are  led  by  a  council  of  elected  officers.  It  sponsors 
a  weekly  worship  service  on  Tuesday  evening  in  the  College  Union,  a  weekly  news  bulletin,  retreats, 
attendance  at  Synod's  Westminster  Meetings,  several  benevolent  projects,  and  Bible  Study  Groups 
through  the  year.  Its  work  is  coordinated  with  other  religious  groups  on  the  campus  in  the  Student 
Christian    Federation.
